Washington, Dec. 21 
—The 
Ford Foundation will sell 10,- 
200,000 shares of Ford Motor 
Co. stock next month, in the 
largest equity stock issue in his­ 
tory-. 
A statement flied with the 
Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission (SEC) today disclosed 
a boost in the planned amount 
of the public offering. Earlier, 
planning had been on the basis 
of sale of about seven million 
shares. 
THE PIONEER auto firm told 
tho SEC its earnings in the first 
nine months of 1955 were a rec­ 
ord-smashing $312,200,000. 
The 
registration 
statement, 
baring financial records of the 
52-year-old 
company 
for 
the 
first time, listed a surplus—total 
capital and earnings retained in 
business—of $1,840,000,000. 
The foundation evidently made 
a last-minute decision to boost 
the amount of the public offer­ 
ing because of indications of 
heavy market demand for the 
new common stock, which car­ 
ries voting rights. 
Heretofore, sole voting power 
has resided in the family and 
heirs of the late Henry Ford. 
THE STOCK SALE means a 
shift from family to public own­ 
ership, 
and 
the 
registration 
statement amounts to a request 
for federal approval for public 
sale of the stock. 
Actual filing of the statement 
with the SEC was made by Ford 
a ttorneys. while announcement of 
the action was issued simulta­ 
neously in a dozen cities. 
Here 
in

was a packed news conference at 
the National Press Club where 
copies were given to reporters 
when word was flashed that the 
actual filing had been completed.

STATEMENT 
advised 
the SEC that the company's di­ 
rectors have decided to declare 
a dividend of 60 cents a share in 
the first quarter of 1956. 
On this basis, the stock would 
pay $2.40 a year. 
The 
registration 
statement 
said. however, that later divi­ 
dends will be considered each 
quarter, and will vary “subject 
to business conditions and the 
operating and financial position 
of the company. 
THE EARNINGS report for 
the first nine months of 1955 
showed earnings amounting to 
$5.85 a share. 
The offering price of the stock 
will be reported to SEC later— 
probably just before Jan. 18, the 
probable date on which the stock 
will be placed on sale by some 
700 brokers and dealers through­ 
out the country. 
Speculation on the price has 
ranged as high as $75 a share, 
which would mean the Ford 
Foundation would receive three- 
quarters of a billion dollars in 
cash for reinvestment.

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FOREIGN AID CROSSROADS 
How much the new Congress v otes for 
defense a nd foreign a id will proba bly deter­ 
mine whether or not the federa l budget 
ca n be ba la nced in the y ea r sta rting nex t 
July . So there’s bound to be some pretty 
sha rp deba te on these big items. 
Foreign a id is perha ps especia lly v ulner­ 
a ble, since this country a lrea dy ha s spent 
more tha n $5 0 billion in the pa st 10 y ea rs 
on foreign projects of a ll kinds. Ma ny la w­ 
ma kers, a nd the people they represent, 
a re wea ry of shipping money a nd ma teria ls 
ov ersea s. 
These folk would a rgue tha t we ha v e 
a lrea dy spent too much a broa d, tha t a ny 
more la rge a ppropria tions will simply hike 
the na tiona l debt further a nd ma ke budget- 
ba la ncing a nd ta x -cutting v irtua lly impos­ 
sible. 
They ma ke the a dded points tha t some 
foreign la nds a lrea dy rega rd this na tion a s 
“ Uncle Suga r” a nd a re too dema nding, 
while others show utterly no gra titude for 
pa st fa v ors. 
If a ny a id is needed, which these critics 
doubt, they would ha v e it ta ke the form of 
priv a te inv estment, ex cept when a coun­ 
try ’s defense effort requires bolstering. 
The proponents of continued foreign 
a ssista nce contend this is the worst possible 
time to shut it off. Russia is enga ged in 
the most a mbitious economic wa rfa re it 
ha s ev er wa ged, pa rticula rly in the uncom­ 
mitted but wa v ering countries of the Nea r 
Ea st, Middle Ea st a nd Southea st Asia . 
If we were to let up now, the a dv oca tes 
sa y , we would run the risk of seeing the 
Sov iet Union become the prime influence 
in these na tions. All the economic prob­ 
lems these la tter ha v e a re growing more, 
not less a cute. The country tha t iends a big 
ha nd ma y do a lot to sell its sy stem of 
gov ernment to the recipients. 
, It'fna y a lso discov er tha t the recipients, 
through gra dua lly rising liv ing sta nda rds,, 
ha v e become a better ma rket for the goods 
of the befriending na tion. 
Right now the odds seem to fa v or those 
who wa nt to trim foreign a id. Discontent 
ov er foreign outla y s a ppea rs to be rising. 
Possibly the only thing tha t would turn 
the ta bles the other wa y —a side from pow­ 
erful interv ention by President Eisen­ 
hower—would be a n unmista ka ble Sov iet 
success on the economic ba ttlefront. For 
insta nce, if Burma or Afgha nista n went 
Communist, we might decide tha t, despite 
its cost, a big a id progra m is our chief 
hope of prev enting the rest of Asia a nd 
Africa from sliding into the sa me a by ss. 


Whiffietrees a nd horse colla rs a re still in 
dema nd in Vermont, a ccording to a recent 
news story . Appa rently the Vermonters 
a re not rea dy to concede tha t the a utomo­ 
bile is here to sta y . 


COMMUNICATIONS INTERRUPTED 
Compla ints a re a rising in some qua rters 
tha t President Eisenhower ha s been ina c­ 
cesible to the press for sev era l months. 
Reporters understa nd the fa ct of his illness, 
but they feel nev ertheless tha t the coun­ 
try ought to be getting a fuller picture of 
his current role In gov ernment. 
Certa in conflicts ex ist between things the 
President ha s sa id in the pa st a nd some of 
his top officia ls ha v e sa id or a re sa y ing. 
The Dix on-Ya tes ma tter inv olv es one such 
difference. Newsmen a re puzzled a s to 
where the truth lies. 
It seems fa irly clea r, howev er, tha t Mr. 
Eisenhower is not likely to resume regula r 
press conferences in the nea r future. They 
a re a lwa y s a stra in, a nd on occa sion ca n 
be downright gruelling. At this sta ge of his 
recov ery they would not be good medicine. 
Some ha v e suggested the dev ice of sub­ 
mitting written questions for his consid­ 
era tion.

Consider the billions of dollars, the countless 
research time that has gone into combatting polio­ 
myelitis, money and time well spent, we all feel. 
Yet in 19 53 there were less than 2,000 deaths 
from poliomyelitis but there were more than 
38,000 from automobile “accidents.” Another well- 
publicized disease is tuberculosis but in 19 53 
there were more automobile deaths than deaths 
from all forms of tuberculosis and all forms of 
poliomyelitis put together. Consider the thousands 
of parents who have brought their children suc­ 
cessfully tfirough the diseases of childhood only 
to have tnem killed in their teens in automo­ 
biles. 
Every driver seems to have the idea that the 
automobile accident is something that may hap­ 
pen to the other person but never to himself. 
The possibility of injury or death is even more 
remote and he seems to have the ability of sup­ 
pressing this unpleasant thought. However, ap­ 
proximately 10 per cent of all automobiles on the 
road last y ear were involved in accidents — 
54,000,000 cars and 5,200,000 reported accidents. 
As a result, approximately 1,500,000 persons were 
injured; thus, your chances of injury, if involved 
in any type of accident, are in the neighborhood 
of one in three. If injured, you have one chance 
in 15 of receiving an injury severe enough to 
result in total disability. Last year, 100,000 per­ 
sons were totally disabled. Furthermore, if in­ 
jured, you run one chance in 37 of being killed; 
last y ear over 38,000 persons lost at these odds. 
These are deadly statistics to refer to a so-called 
pleasure car. 
At this point, one may say that with ell the 
elderly people driving, plus those with poor co­ 
ordination, plus those with poor vision, it is no 
wonder that the figures are so high and look so 
serious. Would you be more apt to believe the 
statistics if they related only to a select group of 
drivers? Last year, the United States Air Force 
lost 700 men killed in aircraft accidents and dur­ 
ing the same period lost 6 78 killed in automobile 
crashes. If more statistical evidence were neces­ 
sary, it might be pointed out that in the past 20 
years, since 19 34, more than 700,000 persons have 
been killed in automobile crashes. In the past 50 
years, many thousands more have been killed in 
automobile accidents than have been killed in all 
our wars put together. 
Remember, if the nation were confronted with 
an epidemic disease that took the lives of 30,000 
persons in one year, and the medical profession 
did not take steps to control the siuation, there 
would be a Congressional investigation. Some feel 
that that is possibly the only solution to the prob­ 
lem of automobile deaths.

We had a half-hearted inten­ 
tion of doing that ourselves but 
foresaw that the adverse effect 
on our industry and economy 
would far outweigh the benefit of 
immediate rakeoff for the public 
revenues. 
So we established the tax- 
dodge embodied in the founda­ 
tions. We thus preserved not 
only

as

industrial 
empire but many other con­ 
cerns, including the New York 
Herald Tribune, and encouraged 
thousands 
of 
petty 
gyps 
to 
chisel in a pretense of philan­ 
thropy at the expense of the 
common man. 
The investigation of tax ex­ 
empt 
foundations 
by 
Carroll 
Reece, the Tennessee Republican, 
one of the few gentlemen in Con­ 
gress, aroused such opposition 
and fury, notably in The Herald 
Trribune, that the opposition has 
now defeated its own purpose by 
calling wide public attention to 
its undeclared, selfish motive. 
The opposition first tried to 
smother 
the 
inquiry. 
When 
Reece persisted with the strong, 
capable help of Rene Wormser, a 
young New York lawyer, expert, 
in such matters, The Herald 


Tribune, The New York Times 
and other papers took up the cry 
in a tone of voice which sug­ 
gested that this must be some 
sort of Fascist exploit which 
would wipe out the precious 
freedoms that they forever prat­ 
tle of but never define. 
At 
this point Congressman 
Wayne Hays, of Ohio, a Demo­ 
crat claiming to have a confi­ 
dential mandate from “the White 
House” under Eisenhower, began 
a noisy, gross campaign of in­ 
sult and abuse to obstruct and 
frustrate 
the 
committee. 
He 
made several great mistakes. 
First and worst, he insulted a 
Catholic Nun, sister Mary Pa­ 
tricia, the daughter of the late 
Pat McCarran, one of the few 
majestic Democrats of the last

Austra lia n Election Is Cited 
As Wa rning to U. S. ‘Left’

Washington, Dec. 
21 — They 
didn’t pull the wool, Austral­ 
ian or any kind, over the eyes 
of the people of Australia, as the 
completed vote in the general 
elections there now reveals. 
It turns out that the incum- 
ment administration of Prime 
Minister Robert Menzies was re­ 
elected not only with a substan­ 
tial majority, but by the biggest 
majority 
any party 
coalition 
ever got. 
The significance for Americans 
lies in the fact that the issues 
were clear-cut as between con­ 
servatism and socialism and as 
between 
anti-Communist 
and 
those misguided “liberals” who 
took upon themselves to argue 
that communism is just another 
political philosophy and not a 
word-wide conspiracy to over­ 
throw free governments. 
WHEN VLADIMIR Petrov de­ 
fected from the Soviet embassy 
in Australia, he told the world 
that inside the Socialist # Labor 
party in Australia and àmô ng its 
leaders there were stooges of 
the Communists, and also that 
two members of the staff of for­ 
mer Prime 
Minister Herbert 
Evatt 
were 
implicated. 
Mr. 
Evatt insisted this was all poli­ 
tics and, curiously enough, dur­ 
ing the recent campaign wrote 
to Molotov in Moscow to get his 
evaluation of the Petrov docu­ 
ments—which the Soviet For­ 
eign Minister, of course, prompt­ 
ly denounced as forgeries. 
They even had a Royal Com­ 
mission of Inquiry, with all the 
safeguards that American “lif>- 
erals” are so accustomed to ad­ 
vocate as a better way than a 
Congressional investigation. It 
nevertheless revealed, to the as­ 
tonishment of 
the 
Australian 
public, that Soviet infiltration 
was operating in the labor gov­ 
ernment and in the press. 
There were loud cries about 
“McCarthyism” and the con­ 
servatives in Australia were ac­ 
cused of using the same strategy 
as conservatives in the United 
States. But the Socialists made 
the mistake of advocating close 
ties with the Soviet Union and 
the recognition of Red China. 
The voters overwhelmingly re­ 
jected such views. Even Mr. 
Evatt, the Socialist leader, ran 
poorly in the contest to retain 
his seat, and his leadership of 
the party now is in doubt. 
Mr. Evatt is well known and 
has many friends in Washing 
ton, and the inclination here is 
not to credit him with a real af­ 
finity for any thing communistic 
but to regard him as a man who 
has used poor judgment, espe­ 
cially 
in 
fighting 
Communist 
j-evelations. 
Instead 
of 
de­ 
nouncing the activities of the 
Communists, he has looked upon 
the whole thing as an attack on 
liberalism and “civil liberties.” 
THIS IS THE same mistake 
made by many American “lib­ 
erals” who not only are loyal in 
every sense and wouldn’t swap 
America’s system for the So­ 
viet’s at any time but neverthe­ 
less refuse to see the Commu­ 
nist conspiracy as a danger. 
They would be on firmer ground, 
as President George Meany of 
the AFL-CIO says, if they were 
more vigorous in their condem­ 
nation of Communists and if 
they didn’t constantly take the 
position that a few Communist 
agents in our midst can do little 
harm. They forget about Klaus 
Fuchs and the Rosenbergs and 
the Alger Hiss case and instead 
exaggerate out of all proportion 
the occasional mishandling of a 
security case by a cumbersome 
bureaucracy. 
The Democratic party —whose 
administration in 19 52 was ac­ 
cused by President Eisenhower 
of having permitted a Commu­ 
nist penetration that “meant, in 
its most ugly sense, treason it­ 
self”—is perhaps going to make 
in the 19 56 campaign the same 
mistake which the Evatt group 
made in Australia. 
There are 
signs of it in the tactics of the 
Hennings committee and some 
of the other committees whose 
chief objective now seems to be 
to investigate the anti-Commu- 
nists and, by the same token, to 
minimize the nature of the Com­ 
munist infiltration in America. 
THE 
AUSTRALIAN 
elec­ 
torate is not unlike the Ameri­ 
can electorate in background 
and education as well as in its 
reactions to the fundamental 
idea of confiscation of private 


property under state socialism. 
It was in 19 50 that Australia, 
following the victory of the Con­ 
servatives in 19 49 in New Zea­ 
land, elected the present govern­ 
ment. Conservatives came into 
power in 19 50 in Great Britain, 
too, and then the Republicans, 
who are regarded as predomi­ 
nantly conservative, won in 19 52 
in the United' States. 
It has 
been a world-wide trend. 
But deeper than these eco­ 
nomic issues are the emotional 
issues. Prime Minister Menzies, 
for instance, in the campaign 
just ended cited “an extraordi­ 
nary parallel between Commu­ 
nist and Labor party policies.” 
No Communist candidates were 
elected, and 40 of * them lost 
their seats in Parliament. Be­ 
fore the election the Conserva­ 
tives held only 6 4 seats out of 
123 in the House, now they have 
at least 75, to Labor’s 45. 
The “Left Wing” got its worst 
beating in the history of Aus­ 
tralian elections and, to no small 
extent, this was due to the de­ 
fection of a number of Socialist 
Labor 
candidates 
from 
their 
own party on the anti-Commu­ 
nist issue.

Washington—(NEA)—When it 
comes to a showdown, some of 
the farmers who scream the 
loudest 
about 
their 
present 
plight may not be hurt as badly 
as they let on. 
An example has just been fur­ 
nished by farmer Jay Boston, 
who operates 6 10 irrigated acres 
near Hereford, northern Texas. 
When the Senate Agriculture 
Commission held hearings in 
Fort 
Worth, 
farmer , Boston 
grabbed the headlines with a 
proposition: 
If Secretary of Agriculture 
Ezra Taft Benson would come to 
Texas, take over the Boston 
place, run it under existing slid­ 
ing scale price supports and show 
a profit, Boston would give his 
farm to Benson as a gift. 
A CHECKUP by the Amarillo, 
Tex., Globe-News showed that 
Boston was no shiftless operator. 
He is recognized as the best 
farmer in his conservation dis­ 
trict. Several years ago he won 
a prize for raising 7 0 bushels of 
wheat to the acre in an area 
where 10 bushels is the average. 
His gripe now is tha t under « x - 


isting supports on grain sor­ 
ghums and a depressed hog mar­ 
ket—on which two crops he has 
been specializing—he can’t make 
money. 
“I’m not denying that I made 
money on my place in years 
past,” he says. “But I haven’t 
made any this y ear.” 
The news traveled far and 
wide. Paul Horq, a Texas-born 
farmer who now operates a num­ 
ber of properties in the Moore- 
head, Minn., area—specilizing in 
vegetables—read about it. He im­ 
mediately wrote to Boston, of­ 
fering to substitute for Secretary 
Benson, taking over Jan. 1, 19 57. 
“I WILL TAKE OVER your 
farm for a period of four years,” 
Horn offered. “If at the end of 
that time I cannot show a fair 
average return on the appraised 
investment, I will not only return 
the property in as good a condi­ 
tion as it was received, but I 
will also pay you a fair cash 
rental.” 
Horn a tta ched* only one string 
to his offer. He ma de it condi­ 
tional on the present a dministra ­ 
tion being 
continued in office 
after the 19 56* elections. He sa id 
he wasn’t interested if the fed­ 
era l gov ernment wa s going to 


dictate methods of farming and 
marketing. 
“The disturbing thing about 
your statement is that it creates 
the impression that the farmers 
of this country are unable to 
make a living without financial 
help from the government,” Horn 
wrote to Boston. 
“The fact is that the vast ma­ 
jority of farmers in the United 
States are neither looking for 
handouts, nor do they expect the 
government to guarantee them 
a 
profit,” he said. 
AN INQUIRY direct to farm­ 
er Horn as to whether the Texan 
had replied to his offer brought 
back the reply; 
“I have not heard from Mr. 
Boston to date, and until I do, I 
can pursue the matter no fur­ 
ther.” 
From Farmer Boston the word 
is that: “I didn’t make a wide 
open proposition for anyone who 
wanted to take me up on it . . . 
“Nobody’s called my bluff, be- 
because the only one who can 
call my bluff is Mr. Benson.” 
From Benson’s office the word 
is tha t no communica tion ha s 
ev er been receiv ed from Mr. Bos­ 
ton, a nd tha t the secreta ry ha d 
nev er ev en hea rd of the Tex a n’s 
offer. 
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FOREIGN AID CROSSROADS 


How much the new Congress votes for 
defense and foreign aid will probably deter­ 
mine whether or not the federal budget 
can be balanced in the year starting next 
July. So there’s bound to be some pretty 
sharp debate on these big items. 
Foreign aid is perhaps especially vulner­ 
able, since this country already has spent 
more than $50 billion in the past IO years 
on foreign projects of all kinds. Many law­ 
makers, and the people they represent, 
are weary of shipping money and materials 
overseas. 
These folk would argue that we have 
already spent too much abroad, that any 
more large appropriations will simply hike 
the national debt further and make budget- 
balancing and tax-cutting virtually impos­ 
sible. 
They make the added points that some 
foreign lands already regard this nation as 
“Uncle Sugar’' and are too demanding, 
while others show utterly no gratitude for 
past favors. 
If any aid is needed, which these critics 
doubt, they would have it take the form of 
private investment, except when a coun­ 
try’s defense effort requires bolstering. 
The proponents of continued foreign 
assistance contend this is the worst possible 
time to shut it off. Russia is engaged in 
the most ambitious economic warfare it 
has ever waged, particularly in the uncom­ 
mitted but wavering countries of the Near 
East, Middle East and Southeast Asia. 
If we were to let up now, the advocates 
say, we would run the risk of seeing the 
Soviet Union become the prime influence 
in these nations. All the economic prob­ 
lems these latter have are growing more, 
not less acute. The country that lends a big 
hand may do a lot to sell its system of 
government to the recipients. 
, It Tnay also discover that the recipients, 
through gradually rising living standards,, 
have become a better market for the goods 
of the befriending nation. 
Right now’ the odds seem to favor those 
who want to trim foreign aid. Discontent 
over foreign outlays appears to be rising. 
Possibly the only thing that would turn 
the tables the other way—aside from pow­ 
erful 
intervention 
by 
President 
Eisen­ 
hower—would be an unmistakable Soviet 
success on the economic battlefront. For 
instance, if Burma or Afghanistan went 
Communist, we might decide that, despite 
its cost, a big aid program is our chief 
hope of preventing the rest of Asia and 
Africa from sliding into the same abyss.

COMMUNICATIONS INTERRUPTED 
Complaints are arising in some quarter's 
that President Eisenhower has been inac- 
cesible to the press for several months. 
Reporters understand the fact of his illness, 
but they feel nevertheless that the coun­ 
try ought to be getting a fuller picture of 
his current role in government. 
Certain conflicts exist between things the 
President has said in the past and some of 
his top officials have said or are saying. 
The Dixon-Yates matter involves one such 
difference. Newsmen are puzzled as to 
where the truth lies. 
It seems fairly clear, however, that Mr. 
Eisenhower is not likely to resume regular 
press conferences in the near future. They 
are always a strain, and on occasion can 
be downright gruelling. At this stage of his 
recovery they wrould not be good medicine. 
Some have suggested the device of sub­ 
mitting written questions for his consid­ 
eration. Possibly the answer lies in this 
direction, though if this method is employed 
it ought to be stressed on both sides that it 
is temporary. There is no real substitute 
for open-handed, face-to-face meeting with 
the President, and nothing should be per­ 
mitted to interfere permanently with that

W HEN W ILL IT BE YOUR TI?RN ? 
Some of my readers may feel that I am de­ 
voting too much time to the problem of autom o­ 
bile accidents with their accompanying, often 
preventable, fatalities. But let us look at it this 
way. Consider the billions of dollars, the countless 
research time that has gone into com batting polio­ 
myelitis, money and tim e well spent, we all feel. 
Yet in 1953 there were less than 2,000 deaths 
from poliomyelitis but there were more than 
38,000 from automobile “accidents.” A nother well- 
publicized disease is tuberculosis but in 1953 
there were more automobile deaths than deaths 
from all forms of tuberculosis and all forms of 
poliomyelitis put together. Consider the thousands 
of parents who have brought their children suc­ 
cessfully Uirough the diseases of childhood only 
to have mem killed in their teens in automo­ 
biles. 
Every driver seems to have the idea th at the 
automobile accident is something that may h a p 
pen to the other person but never to himself. 
The possibility of injury or death is even more 
rem ote and he seems to have the ability of sup­ 
pressing this unpleasant thought. However, ap­ 
proxim ately IO per cent of all automobiles on the 
road last year were involved in accidents -— 
54,000,000 cars and 5,200,000 reported accidents. 
As a result, approxim ately 1,5(X\000 persons were 
injured; thus, your chances of injury, if involved 
in any type of accident, are in the neighborhood 
of one in three. If injured, you have one chance 
in 15 of receiving an injury' severe enough to 
result in total disability. Last year, 100,000 per­ 
sons were totally disabled. Furtherm ore, if in­ 
jured, you run one chance in 37 of being killed; 
last year over 38,000 persons lost at these odds. 
These are deadly statistics to refer to a so-called 
pleasure car. 
At this point, one may say that with cli the 
elderly people driving, plus those with poor co­ 
ordination, plus those with poor vision, it is no 
wonder th at the figures are so high and look so 
serious. Would you be more apt to believe the 
statistics if they related only to a select group of 
drivers? Last year, the United States Air Force 
lost 700 men killed in aircraft accidents and dur­ 
ing the same period lost 678 killed in automobile 
crashes. If more statistical evidence were neces­ 
sary, it might be pointed out that in the past 20 
years, since 1934. more than 700,000 persons have 
been killed in automobile crashes. In the past 50 
years, many thousands more have been killed in 
automobile accidents than have been killed in all 
our wars put together. 
Remember, if the nation w-ere confronted with 
an epidemic disease that took the lives of 30.000 
persons in one year, and the medical profession 
did not take steps to control the siuation, there 
would be a Congressional investigation. Some feel 
that that is possibly the only solution to the prob­ 
lem of automobile deaths.

An example has just been fur­ 
nished by farm er Jay Boston, 
who operates 610 irrigated acres 
near Hereford, northern Texas. 
When the Senate Agriculture 
Commission 
held 
hearings 
in 
Fort 
W orth, 
farm er 
Boston 
grabbed the headlines with a 
proposition: 
If Secretary of 
Agriculture 
Ezra T aft Benson would come to 
Texas, 
take over 
the 
Boston 
place, run it under existing slid­ 
ing scale price supports and show 
a profit. Boston would give his 
farm to Benson as a gift. 
A CHECKUP by the Amarillo, 
Tex., Globe-News showed th at 
Boston w'as no shiftless operator. 
He is recognized as the best 
farm er in his conservation dis­ 
trict. Several years ago he won 
a prize for raising 70 bushels of 
wheat to the acre in an area 
where IO bushels is the average. 
His gripe now is that under ex­ 


isting supports on grain sor­ 
ghums and a depressed hog m ar­ 
ket—on which two crops he has 
been specializing—he can’t make 
money. 
“I’m not denying that I made 
money on my place in years 
past,” he says, “But I haven’t 
made any this year.” 
The news traveled far and 
wide. Paul Horq, a Texas-born 
farm er who now operates a num­ 
ber of properties in the Moore- 
head, Minn., area—specilizing in 
vegetables—read about it. He im­ 
mediately wTote to Boston, of­ 
fering to substitute for Secretary 
Benson, taking over Jan. I, 1957. 
“I W ILL TAKE OVER your 
farm for a period of four years,” 
Horn offered. “If a t the end of 
that tune I cannot show a fair 
average return on the appraised 
investment, I will not only return 
the property in as good a condi­ 
tion as it was received, but I 
will also pay you a fair cash 
rental.” 
Horn attached’only one string 
to his offer. He made it condi­ 
tional on the present adm inistra­ 
tion being continued in office 
after the 1956* elections. He said 
he wasn’t interested if the fed­ 
eral government was going to 


dictate methods of farm ing and 
m arketing. 
“The disturbing thing about 
your statem ent is th a t it creates 
the impression th at the farm ers 
of this country are unable to 
make a living without financial 
help from the government,” Horn 
wrote to Boston. 
“The fact is that the vast m a­ 
jority of farm ers in the United 
States are neither looking for 
handouts, nor do they expect the 
government to guarantee them a 
profit,” he said. 


AN INQUIRY direct to farm ­ 
er Horn as to w hether the Texan 
had replied to his offer brought 
back the reply: 
“I have not heard from Mr. 
Boston to date, and until I do, I 
can pursue the m atter no fur­ 
ther.” 
From F arm er Boston the word 
is that: “I didn’t m ake a wide 
open proposition for anyone who 
wanted to take me up on it . . . 
“Nobody’s called my bluff, be- 
because the only one who can 
call my bluff is Mr. Benson.” 
From Benson’s office the word 
is that no communication has 
ever been received from Mr. Bos­ 
ton, and that the secretary had 
never even heard of the Texan's 
offer.

The other 
shareholders got abou t 5 0 mil­ 
lion for their holdings. 
Teh company paid a $10,000 
div idend in its first y ear; in 
1906 it declared six div idends 
of $100,000 each and an addi­ 
tional stock pay ment of $1,900,•

The other 
shareholders got about 50 mil­ 
lion for their holdings. 
Teh company paid a $10,000

clared in 1909, totaling $1,800,-

FROM THEN on the story is 
one of continuing huge divi­ 
dends—IO million in one year;

Hou ston, Tex ., Dec. 21 
— 
Dilmu s Kanady , apparently re­ 
cov ered after 11 weeks of inten­ 
siv e medical treatment, said his 
breakdown after release by the 
Commu nists was du e to malnu ­ 
trition and continu ou s Red pres­ 
su re. 
The 36 -y ear-old former Shang­ 
hai representativ e of E. T. Rob­ 
ertson & Sons of Boston, cotton 
controllers, was arrested by the 
Reds in April 19 55 and v agu ely 
charged with black marketing, 
espionage and sabotage. He was 
released this fall after fou r and 
a half y ears imprisonment. 
TALKING TO newsmen here 
y esterday after being discharged 
from Methodist Hospital, Kanady 
looked in perfect health and 
talked calmly and at times ev en 
hu morou sly of the almost fiv e 
y ejirs that he spent in a 7 -foot 
long prison cell. 
He now weighs his normal 19 5 
pou nds, a gain of 6 1 pou nds since 
he was hospitalized here.
